Feeble-Minded Children Locked

Harrisburg, Aug. 19 (AP)—Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot today sent a letter to 
President Hoover urging him to call 
a special session of Congress in the 
near future to consider the question 
of federal aid to provide relief for 
the unemployed. 
“You have yourself asked for ap­ 
propriations by Congress for relief 
of the needy in distant parts of the 
world,” tile governor wrote, “and

Mexican’s Shoulders Droop 
Under Loads Of Heavy Coin 


Wellington, New Zealand (AP>— 
Hector Gray, New Zealand s veteran 
jockey, rode 116 winners in the .sea­ 
son which has concluded here. It is 
a record for the dominion. 


By John Lloyd 
Mexico City (AP).—Financial bur­ 
dens are literal things these days in 
Mexico. 
Withdrawal of gold from circula­ 
tion left the silver peso as the only 
legal tender. But the largest de­ 
nomination is the one peso coin and 
there is no paper money. 
Hence people enter or leave the 
banks with sacks of silver pesos over 
their shoulders. When the payments 
are large, hand barrows are used. 
Men almost staggering under the 
weight of money bags are/common 
sights on the streets. Yet holdups 
are rare. 
This is due to the fact 
that daylight street robberies never 
have been popular with Mexico’s 
footpads and also because it would 
be physically impossible for robbers 


to carry away enough of the heavy 
money to make the risk of capture 
worth while. 
Rules Out Gold 
It. all started when Plutarco Elias 
Calles, Mexico's "strong man,” was 
called from retirement on his ranch 
to wrestle with an economic ogre 
'th at was threatening to down the 
I government. Conservation of gold 
was the crying need and Calles brus­ 
quely ruled the yellow metal out of 
circulation. 
The silver peso thereupon began 
a rapid descent in its quotation 
against the dollar, falling in a week 
from 2.25 to I until the ratio became 
4 to I. This put the dollar well be­ 
yond the reach of ordinary people. 
One immediate result was to set 
up a barrier against imports more 


effective than a tariff wall. Import­ 
ed goods almost doubled their for­ 
mer prices and only an exclusive few 
could afford to buy them. 
Pin Money Burdens 
The government hailed this as a 
boon to home industry, seeing both 
an early expansion of existing do­ 
mestic enterprises and the establish­ 
ment of many new ones. 
The amount of pocket money that 
the average person carries was also 
reduced. 
To have $5 on one’s per­ 
son means loading the pockets with, 
20 heavy metal pesos. If $10 is car­ 
ried, pockets bulge and sag and suit 
pressing bills, if one is inclined to 
look neat, increase. 
To carry more than $10 is just a 
nuisance. 
Few people do so and 
thus, if nothing else good comes out 
of the situation, a habit of thrift is 
formed.

LIKENS STATE 
SCHOOL SYSTEM 
TO BIO FUNNEL 


200,000 Students Enter First 
Grade Annually, 40,000 
Graduate. 


(This is the third of a series deal­ 
ing with the important develop­ 
ments in the high school system 
of Pennsylvania and the Ten-Year 
Plan of educational advancement 
recently launched by the D epart­ 
ment of Public Instruction). 
By Norman Gage 
(The Associated Press Staff Writer). 
The Pennsylvania public school 
system of today may be viewed as a 
huge funnel into which is being 
poured a great mass of young, raw 
material represented by more than 
200.000 students enrolled annually in 
the first grades. 
From it is emerging each year 
about 40,000 high school graduates 
of whom only 10.000 are continuing 
on to college. Of the total entering 
the first grades annually, therefore, 
the system must provide the educa­ 
tional basis of citizenship for about 
190.000 or 95 per cent. 
The law of the state, by providing 
compulsory education for all chil­ 
dren up to 16 years of age, is now 
operating practically to keep the 
current total of about 2,000,000 chil­ 
dren in school every year. 
If he 
progresses normally, the child, dur­ 
ing the ages of six to 16, will ad­ 
vance through the elementary and 
Junior high school years and the 
sophomore year of high school. 
Despite slight increases in the 
holding power” of the state high 
schools—a* measured by the ratio 
of 16 and 17 year old pupils to those 
of eight and nine years—the funnel 
characteristic 
of 
the 
system 
is 
strongly indicated by current sta­ 
tistics. 
During the 1923-24 term, for ex­ 
ample, there were 158.976 pupils en­ 
rolled in the sixth grades. 
Three 
years later the enrollment in the 
ninth grades was 90,982, indicating 
that more than one third of the 
1923-24 sixth grade pupils did not 
advance to the ninth grade. Similar 
data for succeeding years indicates 
additional losses, as follows: 
Tenth grade. '27-28 
60.881 
Eleventh grade, ‘28-29 
54,109 
Twelfth grade, ’29-30 
46.640 
Graduated 1930 
To college-university 
These figures, acceptable as ap­ 
proximations, show that only a lit­ 
tle more than six out of every IOO 
sixth grade pupils enrolled in 1923- 
24 entered colleges or universities in 
1930 and than only ll out of each 
180 ninth grade pupils of 1926-27 
continued to college 
The ratio in­ 
creased through 15 out of the 1927- 
28 tenth grade enrollment, 19 of the 
1928-29 eleventh grade and 219 of 
the 1929-30 twelfth grade pupils to 
22.6 out of every hundred 1930 grad­ 
uates. 
The relation of the number of col­ 
lege entrants to the total high school 
graduates is important in that it is 
embodied in one of the major de­ 
velopments of recent years through­ 
out the country as well as in Penn­ 
sylvania. It was the theme of a pro­ 
posal made at the recent Las Ange­ 
les meetings of the National Secon­ 
dary School Association of the Na­ 
tional Education Association and is 
one of the objectives of the Pennsyl­ 
vania state educational policy. 
The national association, pointing

life in more intelligent fashion. 
It 
recommended that more attention be 
given to the natural and social sci­ 
ences. psychology, health education 
and appreciation of the fine arts. 
The national committee report 
noted the possible results of such re­ 
vised policies as follows: 
■•This program, if conscientiously 
carried out, we confidently believe 
will solve most of our secondary 
(high) school problems. It will pro­ 
duce symetrically developed citizens 
interested in the varied activities of 
the social organization equipped for 
complete living. This means social- 
minded, service-rendering men and 
women. It means also a far larger 
proportion of creative mentalities 
than this country has ever possessed. 
More than that, it means a happy, 
prosperous and ever-developing type 
that will rule the world, not by its 
dollars or its governmental author­ 
ity but by its creative spirit, its 
ideals and its universal service.”

“Watered” Butter 
Causes Arrest Of 
Dairy Officials 


Harrisburg—A special campaign 
during July against the sale of wa­ 
tered butter in Philadelphia result­ 
ed in the prosecution of the Land O’ 
Lakes creamery company, of Minne­ 
sota, department of agriculture to­ 
day announced. 
Twenty-three different samples of 
butter 
from 
this company 
were 
found by pure food agents to con­ 
tain water in excess of the legal 
limit of 16 per cent, some as high 
as 20 per cent. 
The case was suc­ 
cessfully terminated and it is be­ 
lieved that real progress has been 
made in preventing the sale of wa­ 
tered butter in the Philadelphia 
area. 
The wide scope of the state’s pure 
food operations is indicated in Di­ 
rector James W. Kellogg's report on 
food law prosecutions during July, 
officials said. 
Sixty-nine cases were terminated. 
These included the following viola­ 
tions: Cakes, waffles, doughnuts and 
ice cream cones artificially colored; 
cookies, fig newtons and jumbles 
containing sulphur dioxide; pickles 
containing benzoate of soda; noodles 
deficient in egg solids; maple sugar 
adulterated; relish containing sac­ 
charin; mints containing sulphates; 
butter with excessive moisture; soft 
drinks misbranded or adulterated; 
frozen custard deficient in butter­ 
fat; milk not sold in original con­ 
tainers; milk deficient in fat and 
solids; 
beverages 
containing sul­ 
phates, and vinegar adulterated.
